Aviation museum 
needs dty cash 
beneath its wings

Alberta Aviation Museum board 
members told city councillors 
Monday they need a long-term 
lease and as much as $2 million 
over the next five years to keep 
the museum aloft. 

The museum came to coun¬ 
cil for a routine update and said 
they needed those guarantees 
or they would face some tough 
decisions, including the pos¬ 
sible closure of the museum. 

Richard Skermer, the mu¬ 
seum’s treasurer, said they 
need a complete picture of 
where they are headed. 

“We’re really not hying to 
put a gun to anybody’s head, 


it’s just it’s time to actually 
make these things happen,” he 
said. 

He told councillors the 
closure of the airport means 
they’ve lost 30 to 40 per cent 
of their revenues that used to 
come from fly-in events at the 
museum. 

He said the $2-million figure 
isn’t a firm number, but a start¬ 
ing point of what the museum 
could need. 

“This was just an overall 
conversation to say that it could 
be up to $2 million as we strat¬ 
ify the vision that will probably 
drop,” he said. 

Councillors moved to have 
administration work on a busi¬ 
ness plan with the museum 
while work on the lease was 
already underway. 

Coun. Bev Esslinger said 
they fully support the museum, 
but they were a little surprised 
by the size of the financial 
request.

“The scope surprised eveiy- 
one today and so I think we 
need to have more conversa¬ 
tions about that,” she said. 

Esslinger said she’s confi¬ 
dent the issues can be resolved 
and the museum will be part of 
the new community. 

“I believe there’s a commit¬ 
ment to work with the Aviation 
Museum and move it forward, 
but I think what we found out 
today is there’s a lot more con¬ 
versation that obviously has to 
happen,” she said. 

Council will get a report on 
the issue back in July. 
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Before it's a fence, 
it's forty-five 2 x4s.

Redford 
returns to 
legislature as 
backbencher 

Former premier Alison Red- 
ford returned to the legisla¬ 
ture Monday for the first time 
since she quit the province’s 
top job more than a month 
ago. 

However, in a scrum with 
reporters, she declined to dis¬ 
cuss issues that arose after she 
left, including her plan while 
premier to have taxpayers 
build her and her daughter a 
lavish penthouse suite on top 
of a government building. 

“I know you all reported on 
that stoiy within a week of my 
stepping down,” said Redford. 

“I don’t think that any¬ 
thing is gained by continuing 
to comment on that stoiy, and 
I have nothing else to add.” 

Other issues include 
Redford taking her daughter 
on multiple trips, includ¬ 
ing one to Jasper during the 
height of last year’s flooding 
in southern Alberta. Redford 
deflected answers on those 
as well, saying she addressed 
her daughter’s travel when 
the issue of an unrelated trip 
to Vancouver arose before she 
stepped down. 

Redford then asked repor¬ 
ters: “Do you have anything 
new or are we done?” 

“What went wrong for you 
in your premiership?” she was 
asked. 

“I don’t know if I’m going 
to spend much time reflecting 
on that at the moment,” she 
replied. “I certainly, as you 
know, am in the middle of a 
transition.” 

Redford stepped down as 
premier on March 23, ahead 
of a reported caucus revolt 
over opulent spending on 
herself and her inner circle.

Cause of death undetermined. Child death review 
shows pregnant woman was prescribed 5,000 pills 


Alberta’s child advocate is de¬ 
manding changes in social ser¬ 
vices and health care follow¬ 
ing a newborn’s death in 2012. 

Del Graff said in his report 
Monday that the two-weelc- 
old girl’s cause of death was 
undetermined. But her moth¬ 
er, whose six other children 


ended up in government care, 
had been abusing prescription 
drugs while pregnant. 

He found that 11 doctors 
had prescribed the woman 
nearly 5,000 pills during her 
pregnancy — many were re¬ 
fills that didn’t require a doc¬ 
tor’s appointment and many 


came from the same phar¬ 
macy. 

An investigation showed 
the woman’s primaiy doctor 
wasn’t aware of her pregnancy 
and an obstetrician initially 
didn’t know she was taking 
any drugs. 

The mother missed a public 


health appointment four days 
before she found her baby, sit¬ 
ting in a car seat at home, not 
breathing. 

Graff made five recommen¬ 
dations, including a demand 
for better information sharing 
among agencies.

Toronto has one, Vancouver 
has one and soon Edmon¬ 
ton’s Stony Plain Road could 
be crowned a Market Dis¬ 
trict if a local group is suc¬ 
cessful in raising the neces¬ 
sary cash. 

With a market showcase 
event planned for August 
in hopes of raising $5,000, 
organizers hope to show off 
what the west end has to 
offer and just how great a 
permanent Market District 
could be. 

“We have got a lot of in¬ 
terest out there, but we just 
have to pull it all together,” 
said Diane Kerelulc, execu¬ 
tive director of Stony Plain 
Road and Area Business As¬ 
sociation. 

The group is eying a 
17,000-square-foot lot at 156 
Street and Stony Plain Road 


as the potential location for 
a permanent market that 
would allow people to shop 
year-round, several days a 
week. 

Association members 
are hoping the single day¬ 
long public market occa¬ 
sion called YEG Market Back 


Alley Event on Aug. 24 will 
spark further interest and 
much needed investor dol¬ 
lars to bring a public market 
to the west end. 

“Edmonton does not have 
a Market District per se and 
this has been a long time 
coming,” said Kerelulc.

Almost four days after she 
first disappeared, friends 
and family of Louise Veil¬ 
lard haven’t given up hope 
they’ll find the Edmonton 
woman. 

Enlisting the help of aer¬ 
ial support, Veillard’s family 
chartered a helicopter Mon¬ 
day morning to scour the 
city’s river valley for poten¬ 
tial clues on the 26-year-old, 
who was last seen Friday. 

Saima Butt, a friend of 
Veillard’s, said the search 
has also gone viral, thanks 


to the skills of Veillard’s 
close friends and family. 

“She’s friends with organ¬ 
izers, we work in commun¬ 
ity, we organize campaigns. 
We organize,” Butt said. 

“We’ve been able to util¬ 
ize our networks and shift 
into ‘go’ mode,” she added. 

Along with the Facebook 
group, a website has been de¬ 
veloped to answer frequently 
asked questions about Veil¬ 
lard’s disappearance, along 
with a timeline of the infor¬ 
mation known so far. 

“The support that has 
been pouring in has been 
amazing,” Butt added. 

According to Mike Hu- 
dema, a friend of Veillard 
who helped get the initial 
details out shortly after she 
went missing, there are a 
lot of people who care about 
the young woman’s welfare.

Report urges independent evaluation of teachers 



A proposal being eyed by 
the Alberta government to 
have teachers independent¬ 
ly evaluated and disciplined 
is an attack on the profes¬ 
sion, says the head of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association. 

“It can be viewed very 
simply as a direct assault 
on teachers in the province 
and on the profession it¬ 
self,” Mark Ramsanlcar told 
reporters. 

Ramsankar was re¬ 
sponding to a new govern¬ 
ment task-force report deliv¬ 
ered Monday on improving 


teacher performance. 

The report says the sys¬ 
tem of evaluating teachers 
and ruling on accusations of 
professional misconduct is 
not working. 

The main reason, it 
said, is because the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association (ATA) 
is in a conflict of interest 
because it oversees teacher 
performance as a profes¬ 
sional organization but also 
has to protect teacher inter¬ 
ests as a union. 

“There are insurmount¬ 
able conflicts of interest 


created when professions 
strive to concurrently serve 
two masters through a sin¬ 
gle organization,” says the 
report. 

It said that numbers sug¬ 
gest having the ATA resolve 
complaints against teachers 
is not working. 

“In the past 10 years, 
there have been no cases 
in which a (teaching certifi¬ 
cate) has been cancelled due 
to incompetence,” it noted. 

“Given the province has 
over 40,000 teachers, the 
task force found this statis¬ 


tic almost inconceivable.” 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson said while the re¬ 
port is going to have some 
detractors, that’s no reason 
not to proceed. 

“I’m not as concerned 
about what’s right for an 
organization as I am what’s 
right for kids,” said John¬ 
son. 

He stressed the 25 recom¬ 
mendations are now going 
to be reviewed by the gov¬ 
ernment over the summer 
while it collects feedback.

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WIN House 3. Shelter for 
immigrant women stays 
closed, awaits stable cash 


The doors of a shelter for im¬ 
migrant women will remain 
closed until the provincial 
and federal government step 
up with more funding, city 
councillors heard Monday. 

Councillors got an up¬ 
date on WIN House 3, which 
shut down last fall. Despite a 
$250,000 donation toward re¬ 
opening the facility last year, 
the shelter has decided not to 
re-open until it has long-term 
sustainable funding. 

The city helped develop 
a business case for the shel¬ 
ter, estimating it would cost 
about $550,000 a year to run 
and that 80 per cent of that 
funding should come in a sus¬ 
tainable contribution from 
government. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
it was time for the provincial 
and federal governments to 
step up. 

“It’s truly a shameful situ¬ 
ation and it needs to change,” 
he said. 



Councillors passed a mo¬ 
tion calling on Mayor Don 
Iveson to engage with both 
the federal and provincial 
government on the issue. 

Tess Gordey, executive dir¬ 
ector of Edmonton Women’s 
Shelters, said she is hopeful 
that council’s backing will 
lead to more support. 

“The more friends you can 
gain, the better it is for vying 
for veiy limited resources,”

An Edmonton woman’s 
dreams are getting ever closer 
to blasting off, now that she 
has cleared another hurdle for 
the Mars One mission. 

The controversial mission 
plans to send everyday people 


to Mars on a one-way trip, with 
no chance of return. 

Christy Foley is one of two 
Edmontonians among the 705 
people who are still in the run¬ 
ning for the red planet. She 
said making the next cut is a 
big step, but now she’s worried 
about the interview process. 

“That’s a little nerve-wrack¬ 
ing. I am working on prepar¬ 
ing for it, but it’s hard to know 
what they are looking for,” she 
said. 

Foley said she wants to go 
to Mars because she thinks 
it’s important to humanity’s 
advancement. She pointed out 
that NASA’s long histoiy has

led to a lot of innovations that 
don’t involve space travel. 

“All the innovation that 
comes from space travel has 
ripples beyond, way beyond, 
simply getting to Mars,” she 
said. 

Not eveiyone is happy 
about Foley’s advancement; 
she said her parents are still 
worried about the one-way 


trip, but she likens it to the 
first Europeans who came to 
North America. 

“The only amount of com¬ 
munication they had was let¬ 
ters they could send on a sub¬ 
sequent ship, that may or may 
not have crossed the ocean,” 
she said. 

The mission’s chief medical 
officer said the personal inter¬ 
views will help them deter¬ 
mine who will be best able to 
handle the mission. 

“They will have to show 
their knowledge, intelligence, 
adaptability and personality,” 
said Norbert Kraft in a state¬ 
ment.

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Canadian officer says ‘toxic’ 
environment led to desertion 


Court martial. Lt. Derek 
De Jong testifies he left

An officer in the Royal Can¬ 
adian Navy who pleaded 
guilty to desertion testi¬ 
fied Monday that he left 
his post on a ship after he 
was subjected to deplorable 
behaviour that included a 
colleague urinating on his 
cabin floor. 

Lt. Derek De Jong, 43, 
told a court martial that 
while he was wrong to leave 
his post aboard HMCS Pre¬ 
server, he was harassed and 
his commanding officer 
failed to properly investi¬ 
gate his concerns. vessel on Sept. 17, 2012, West, Fla., and he returned himself in to military po- 

De Jong left the supply while it was docked in Key to Halifax, where he turned lice.

He said there were a ser¬ 
ies of incidents leading up 
to his desertion that began 
in late August that year. 

On Aug. 20, De Jong had 
a conflict with another crew 
member over the handling 
of alleged misbehaviour by 
a female subordinate, he 
told his sentencing hearing. 

The next day, a female 
officer came into his cabin 
while he was still asleep, 
pulled down her pants, 
squatted and urinated on 
the floor, he said. 

De Jong said he reported 
the incident to the supply 
officer and the ship’s com¬ 
manding officer but no for¬ 
mal inquiry resulted. 


He said a senior officer 
later joked, “Some men 
have to pay for a service 
like that,” and a sign was 
briefly attached to his cabin 
door that said, “Women’s 
head,” a reference to a naut¬ 
ical term for a woman’s 
bathroom. 

“I don’t think people 
should have to tolerate this 
kind of behaviour,” De Jong 
said Monday. 

He said after the incident 
he felt he was working in a 
“toxic” environment, and 
he heard second-hand that 
he was no longer welcome 
in the wardroom among of¬ 
ficers and other colleagues.

Kinder Morgan. Oil spill 
comments taken out of 
context, company says 


Kinder Morgan is on the de¬ 
fensive over a proposal to 
expand its Trans Mountain 
pipeline through British Col¬ 
umbia, after the company 
was ridiculed for saying an 
oil spill can have positive eco¬ 
nomic effects. 

In its 15,000-page applica¬ 
tion to the National Energy 
Board, the company said spill 
response and cleanup creates 
business and employment 
opportunities for affected re¬ 
gions. 

The stoiy made head¬ 
lines and the company was 
roasted by MSNBC talk show 
host Rachel Maddow over the 
weekend. 

“Pipeline spills can have 
both positive and negative 
effects on local and regional 
economies, both in the short- 
and long-term,” the company 
said in its submission to the 
National Energy Board. 

“Spill response and clean¬ 
up creates business and 
employment opportunities 
for affected communities, 
regions, and cleanup service 
providers.” 

But the reference is taken 
out of context from a section 
of the application that looks 
specifically at the socio-eco¬ 


nomic effects of a worst-case 
scenario spill, Kinder Morgan 
Canada said Monday. 

Kinder Morgan is required 
to analyze both positive and 
negative effects of a spill in 
its project application, the 
company said. 

“Let me be clear: No spill is 
acceptable to me anywhere, 
any time, for any reason. 
Spills are not good for any¬ 
one. Period,” president Ian 
Anderson said in a statement. 

“Regrettably, some have 
taken a reference from our 
15,000-page application to 
the National Energy Board 
out of context to suggest 
otherwise.” 

The total effect of a spill is 
negative, Anderson said, and 
in no way is money spent on 
spill response a justification 
for the pipeline. 

“Spills are not part of our 
economic benefits analysis, 
nor do we in any way say 
that money spent on spill re¬ 
sponse would be justification 
for our project,” he said. 

The $ 5.4-billion expan¬ 
sion would almost triple the 
capacity of the pipeline that 
links the Alberta oil sands to 
Port Metro Vancouver.

The U.S. is behind in the 
race to reap economic 
benefits in the continent 


Travelling from lush green 
hilltops to hot dusty roads 
and seaside ports, U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry asked 
African nations last week to 
make a choice: Choose dem¬ 
ocracy. Embrace economic 
stability. Reject violence, and 
move people into the modern 
world. 

It was an optimistic of¬ 
fer, and the kind of Western 
attitudes the U.S. is used to 
espousing. But two conflict- 


wracked African nations said 
no, challenging the limits of 
American influence in a con¬ 
tinent emerging as the next 
land of opportunity for for¬ 
eign financial investors. 

So far, the U.S. is lagging 
in the worldwide race to reap 
economic benefits in Africa, 
and President Barack Obama 
is hosting a summit in Au¬ 
gust for leaders of more than 
40 African nations to try to 
build stronger financial ties. 
The refusal by several leaders 
to heed Keriy’s urgings con¬ 
fronts the Obama adminis¬ 
tration with a choice: Pursue 
economic opportunities with 
governments that do not re¬ 
spect rule of law or human 
rights, or take a backseat in 


global competition by shun¬ 
ning sub-Saharan countries. 

“This is up to the will of 
the people, and the will of 
leaders,” Keriy told about 100 
diplomats and local activists 
gathered at an environment¬ 
ally friendly tukul hut atop 
a hilltop in Addis Ababa, the 
Ethiopian capital. 

In what appears to be the 
biggest flop of his trip, Keriy 
announced a tentative agree¬ 
ment to restart stalled peace 
talks in South Sudan, where 
U.S. officials say fighting be¬ 
tween President Salva Kiir 
and former vice-president- 
turned-rebel leader Rielc 
Machar have plunged the 
world’s newest nation into a

The suspect is from sub¬ 
urban Dayton, and there were 
no other shooters involved, 
Taulbee said.

Hong Yeng Chang. 

Ivy League graduate 
thought to be 
the first Chinese 
immigrant to become 
an American lawyer 


In a decision still studied in law 
schools as a 19th century les¬ 
son in bigotry, the California 
Supreme Court in 1890 denied 
Hong Yeng Chang’s application 
to practise law solely because 
he was Chinese. 

Now, students at a northern 
California law school are work¬ 
ing to right that wrong. They 
hope to persuade the current 
court to reverse its 124-year-old 
decision. 

Students at the University 
of California Davis School of 
Law’s Asian Pacific American 
Law Students Association and 
two professors have submitted 
an application to practise law 
to the State Bar of California on 


behalf of Chang. It is a first step 
before approaching the high 
court, which licenses Califor¬ 
nia’s attorneys. 

The state bar vets all Cali¬ 
fornia applications and recom¬ 
mends approval or denial to 
the California Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court usually fol¬ 
lows the recommendation of 
the state bar. 

“This is a unique situation 
and we don’t know what the 
Committee of Bar Examiners 
will do with the application,” 
spokeswoman Laura Emde 
said. The committee is sched¬ 
uled to consider the application 
in late June. 

Approving Chang’s applica¬ 
tion would correct a personal 
injustice and serve a broader 
public interest purpose, the 
students and professors wrote 
the state bar. 

“Admitting Mr. Chang 
would be a powerful symbol of 
our state’s repudiation of laws 
that singled out Chinese immi¬ 
grants for discrimination,” said 
Gabriel “Jack” Chin, a profes-

Chang studied at Yale Uni¬ 
versity and Columbia Law 
School, graduating from Col¬ 
umbia in 1886. After initially 
being denied a chance to take 
New York’s bar exam, a special 
act of the state legislature en¬ 
abled him to sit for the test and 
pass. The New York Times re¬ 
ported at the time that Chang 
was the first Chinese immi¬ 
grant to become an American 
lawyer. 

In 1890, he moved to Cali¬ 
fornia with plans to practice 
law and represent the burgeon¬ 
ing Chinese population in San 
Francisco. But the California 
Supreme Court turned down 
Chang’s application, citing 
the federal Chinese Exclusion 
Act — which barred Chinese 
natives from obtaining U.S. 
citizenship — and a California 
law prohibiting non-citizens 
from practising law. 

“It’s a pretty notorious deci¬ 
sion,” Chin said. 



Chin said that Chang’s case 
is well-known in legal circles 
interested in combatting dis¬ 
crimination. He also said the 
project is a good lesson for the 
students of the Asian Pacific 
American Law Students Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“Eveiy student can put 
themselves in his position,” 
Chin said, the associated press 


Argentine government delivers 
knockout blow to tax dodgers 


Argentina’s tax agency says 
it used a boxing match in Las 
Vegas to identify 17 tax evad¬ 
ers. 

The agency released a state¬ 
ment Monday titled “A Knock¬ 
out for Taxpayers.” 

It said it is investigating 
people who claimed to have

The leader of an extremist 
Islamic group in Nigeria is 
threatening to sell the near¬ 
ly 300 teenage schoolgirls 
abducted from a school in 
the remote northeast three 
weeks ago, in a new video¬ 
tape received Monday. 

Abubalcar Shelcau for the 
first time also claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the April 15 
mass abduction, warning 
that his group plans to attack 
more schools and abduct 
more girls. 

“I abducted your girls,” 
said the leader of Boko 
Haram, which means “West¬ 
ern education is sinful.” 

He described the girls as 


“slaves” and said, “By Allah, I 
will sell them in the market¬ 
place.” The hour-long video 
starts with fighters lifting 
automatic rifles and shoot¬ 
ing in the air as they chant 
“Allahu alcbar!” or “God is 
great.” 

It was unclear if the video 
was made before or after re¬ 
ports emerged last week that 
some of the girls have been 
forced to marry their abduct¬ 
ors — who paid a nominal 
bride price of $12 — and that 
others have been carried into 
neighbouring Cameroon and 
Chad. Those reports could 
not be verified. 

In the video, Shelcau also 
said the students “will re¬ 
main slaves with us.” That 
appears a reference to the 
ancient jihadi custom of en¬ 
slaving women captured in 
a holy war, who then can be 
used for sex. 

“They are slaves and I will 
sell them because I have the 


market to sell them,” he said, 
speaking in the Hausa lan¬ 
guage of northern Nigeria. 

The video was reviewed 
by The Associated Press, and 
both the face and the voice 
of the leader of Boko Haram 
were recognizable. 

Shelcau brushed off warn¬ 
ings that the abductions 
could be an international 
crime, saying in English, as 
if to reach his accusers in 
the international commun¬ 
ity: “What do you know 
about human rights? You’re 
just claiming human rights 
(abuses), but you don’t know 
what it is.” 

The mass abduction and 
the militaiy’s failure to 
rescue the girls and young 
women have ignited national 
outrage with demonstrations 
in major cities. Protesters 
accused President Goodluck 
Jonathan of insensitivity to 
the girls’ plight.

WHO declares spread 
of polio a public 
health emergency 



For the first time ever, the 
World Health Organization on 
Monday declared the spread of 
polio an international public 
health emergency that could 
grow in the next few months 
and unravel the nearly three- 
decade effort to eradicate the 
crippling disease. 


The agency described cur¬ 
rent polio outbreaks across 
at least 10 countries in Asia, 
Africa and the Middle East as 
an “extraordinary event” that 
required a co-ordinated inter¬ 
national response. It identified 
Pakistan, Syria and Cameroon 
as having allowed the virus to 


spread beyond their borders, 
and recommended that those 
three governments require 
citizens to obtain a certificate 
proving they have been vaccin¬ 
ated for polio before travelling 
abroad. 

“Until it is eradicated, polio 
will continue to spread inter¬ 
nationally, find and paralyze 
susceptible kids,” Dr. Bruce 
Aylward, who leads WHO’s 
polio efforts, said during a 
press briefing. Critics, how¬ 
ever, questioned whether Mon¬ 
day’s announcement would 
make much of a difference, 
given the Emits faced by gov¬ 
ernments confronting not only 
polio but armed insurrection 
and widespread poverty. 

“What happens when you 
continue whipping a horse to 
go ever faster, no matter how 
rapidly he is already running?” 
said Dr. Donald A. Henderson, 
who led the WHO’s initiative 
to get rid of smallpox, the only 
human disease ever to have 
been eradicated.

A carabiner is the only piece 
of equipment investigators 
have found that failed in a 
circus accident in which eight 
aerial acrobats plummeted to 
the ground, a public safety of¬ 
ficial said Monday. 

Providence Public Safety 
Commissioner Steven Pare 
stopped short of saying the 
broken carabiner was the 
cause of Sunday’s accident at 
the Ringling Bros, and Bar- 
num and Bailey circus.

The four- to five-inch steel 
clamp was one of several 
pieces at the top of a chan- 
delier-lilce apparatus that 
suspended the performers in 
the air, fire officials said. The 
clip was found in three pieces 
on the ground with its spine 
snapped. 

Two of the acrobats were 
in critical condition Monday. 
Family members say their in¬ 
juries included a pierced liver 
and neck and back fractures.

Haiti raises 
minimum wage 

Haiti raised slightly its min¬ 
imum wage for the estimat¬ 
ed 29,000 workers who sew 
together T-shirts and other 
clothing in the country’s ap¬ 
parel factories. 

The new law says the 
workers will now earn about 
$5.11 per eight-hour workday 
— a 12.5 per cent increase. 

It falls far short of the equiva¬ 


lent of $11.36 per workday 
that protesting garment 
workers have demanded. 

Last year’s inflation rate 
in Haiti was 3.2 per cent. 

The U.S.-based Worker 
Rights Consortium said in an 
October report that Haitian 
workers receive an aver¬ 
age of 32 per cent less than 
what they should. An earlier 
report said that all of Haiti’s 
24 garment factories failed 
to pay workers even the 
minimum wage.

Oklahoma. Request

Free shipping? Scheme 
shot down by site; now 
mayor hopes museum 
will show interest 


A Newfoundland town’s efforts 
to have a dead sperm whale re¬ 
moved from its coastline have 
hit a snag. 

But the mayor of the com¬ 
munity remains hopeful that 
someone will step forward to 
take the carcass of the 12-metre 
mammal off his hands. 

Peter Fenwick, the mayor 
of Cape St. George on New¬ 
foundland’s west coast, put 
the whale up for sale on eBay. 
But the website took the auc¬ 
tion down Monday because it 
violates its policies on animals 
and wildlife products, Fenwick 
said. 

“Our major objective was 
to get rid of the whale, and we 
feel that there may be enough 
(people) out there who know 


about it, who may be inter¬ 
ested in it,” said Fenwick in an 
interview. 

“So then we thought, 
‘Maybe there’s a museum 
somewhere that would like to 
purchase it, and if there is, let’s 
advertise it on eBay and see if 
anybody is interested.’” 

He said he received a call 
from the federal Environment 
Department earlier in the day 
saying the sale of the whale 
could violate environmental 


regulations.

At least 22 people — including 
families trapped in a flooded 
cabin — drowned when a 
yacht and a dinghy crammed 
with migrants trying to slip 
into Greece capsized Monday 
in the eastern Aegean Sea, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Rescue teams led a search 
for up to seven more people 
missing, in what was one of 
the deadliest migrant boat ac¬ 
cidents in Greek waters in re¬ 
cent years and the third fatal 
one this year. Many on board 
were from war-torn or un¬ 
stable countries in the Middle 
East and Africa. 

The vessels overturned 
before dawn off the island of 
Samos, a favourite destina¬ 
tion for migrant-smuggling 
gangs because it’s close to the 
Turkish coast. The Greek coast 
guard said it was not immedi¬ 
ately clear what caused the 
overloaded craft to capsize. 

Photos showed a dead 
woman clasping a dead child 
in her arms inside the yacht, 
as coast guards hoisted the 
vessel upright on land with a 
crane.

Two men 
sentenced to life, 

13 acquitted in 
mass rape trial 

A court has acquitted more 
than a third of the defend¬ 
ants in a rare trial held 
after mass rapes took place 
in eastern Congo. 

Thirteen of the 38 men 
charged were acquitted, 
with the court citing a lack 
of evidence. 

The judge, however, 
sentenced two soldiers to 


life in prison in connection 
with the mass rapes. Other 
defendants received sen¬ 
tences ranging from 10 to 
20 years on lesser charges. 

Authorities say at least 
135 women and girls were 
raped in and around the 
town of Minova in eastern 
Congo in November 2012. 

Witnesses said that for 
days, the Congolese army 
raped, killed and looted in 
anger and disarray after 
their defeat by rebels, 
before discipline could 
be re-established by army 
commanders.

Google hits play on 
music streaming 
service for Canadians 


Music to our ears. 

Google Play Music fills 
the void for Canucks still 
waiting for Spotify and 
Pandora to come here 


Google is stepping into the 
streaming music game in Can¬ 
ada with the launch of Google 
Play Music, the latest in a grow¬ 
ing number of services that 
could change how Canadians 
listen to their favourite songs. 

The company announced 
Monday that its all-access sub¬ 
scription service would be the 
centrepiece for a broader digital 
music service that offers music 
on mobile phones, tablets and 
personal computers. 

Aside from streaming, users 
can also buy tracks for their 
personal collections, quite simi¬ 
lar to Apple’s iTunes store. 

Google’s streaming service 


is one of the most extensive of¬ 
ferings available to Canadians 
yet, and a highlight of the tech¬ 
nology giant’s launch into sell¬ 
ing music in Canada. 

Google Play Music users 
will have streaming access to 
25 million songs, which the 
company says is several million 
more tracks than its U.S. users 
can access. The cost is $9.99 per 
month, after an introductory 
rate. 

The rollout will be available 
for phones and tablets on both 
the Android operating system 
and Apple’s iOS devices. 

The Canadian version will 
cater to local tastes, which 
includes a selection of Franco¬ 
phone music and a playlist 
that showcases this year’s Juno 
Award winners. 

The presence of legal on- 
demand streaming music has 
been limited in Canada. 

Last year, free streaming 
music service Songza opened 


an office in Toronto with the 
goal of getting a head start 
against its competitors like 
Spotify and Pandora, two popu¬ 
lar international streaming ser¬ 
vices that aren’t yet available in 
Canada, the Canadian press

It has 
sold 3.2-million tracks and 
features lyrics like “but your 
booty don’t need explaining” 
and “first-class seat on my 
lap girl.” 

“I wasn’t surprised that 
it would hit mainstream. I 
think in 2014 things, you 
know, are getting more and 
more free (and) liberal,” he 
said. “I hear a lot worse.” 

The smash is from Der¬ 
ulo’s third album of the same 
name; it debuted at No. 4 on 
the Billboard 200 albums 
chart last month. The album 
was released internation¬ 
ally last September under 
the title Tattoos, but the re¬ 
named American version fea¬ 
tures some new tracks. 

Derulo, 24, says both his 
new album and single reflect 
his growth as a singer and 
songwriter. 

“I’m comfortable with 
talking about what my 
life is and things that I go 
through,” said Derulo, whose 
hits include Whatcha Say 


and In My Head. 

“This album is a direct 
representation of who I am 
as a person and how I speak,” 
he added. “If I was talking to 
my best friend, you know, 
this is how I would explain 
it.” 

The album is Derulo’s 
first to feature guest stars, 
and hip-hop acts are a strong 
part of the pop singer’s pro¬ 
ject. Snoop Dogg, 2 Chainz, 
Pitbull, Tyga and Kid Ink 
make appearances. 

Derulo, who is finding 
more success on the urban 
charts thanks to Talk Dirty, 
says he started musically in 
the hip-hop scene. 

“Most people don’t know 
my background, but when 
I first started writing songs 
for other people it was for 
hip-hop artists,” said Der¬ 
ulo, who co-wrote Birdman’s 
Bossy and songs for Diddy 
that didn’t make his album.

What do Beyonce, John 
Legend and Ledisi have in 
common? 

They all performed at 
Michelle Obama’s birthday 
party in January. For Ledisi, 
who has just released a new 
album called The Truth, 
it was, and it wasn’t, just 
another day at the White 
House. The R&B singer has 
performed there multiple 
times. 

“It’s always the same 
feeling where I have an aha 
moment: ‘Whoa, I can’t be¬ 
lieve I’m here,” Ledisi says. 

“(The President and 
Michelle Obama) make you 
feel so comfortable, it’s 
like talking to friends or 
family members and they 
love music and people.

They look you in the eye 
when they’re speaking and 
you might be calm on the 
outside but inside, you’re 
freaking out — they really 
appreciate my gift!” 

The Obama-Ledisi con¬ 
nection became public in 
2010 when Michelle Obama 
told People Magazine that 
“she’s got that really pretty 
voice.” 

The voice, which has 
racked up eight Grammy 
nominations so far, should 
get broader appeal, thanks 
to The Truth. 

The tracks have a bit 
more contemporary, pop- 
pier feel than the sultry bal¬ 
lads and jazzy excursions of 
her previous albums. The 
lead single, I Blame You, 
is an appealing mid-tempo 
R&B jam which showcases 
the soaring power of Le- 
disi’s pipes. 


“It’s about wanting to 
open up to different audi¬ 
ences that I think I have 
been closed to,” Ledisi says. 
“I wanted to open it up to 
younger audiences — if 
I’ve been ignoring them, it 
wasn’t on purpose.” 

Ledisi, full name Ledisi 
Anibade Young, is a New 
Orleans native who moved 
to Oakland in her teens. 
She started out on the in¬ 
die route with 2000’s Soul- 
singer: The Revival and 
her major-label debut was 
2007’s Lost & Found on 
Verve.

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Shani Mootoo explores 
the nature of identity 


Finding belonging. 
Inspired by her 
experiences growing up 
in Trinidad, Mootoo's 
latest novel examines 
gender identity 


Celebrated Canadian writer 
Shani Mootoo says she always 
knew she would leave her na¬ 
tive Trinidad. 

An aspiring artist from a 
young age, the island didn’t of¬ 
fer the higher levels of school¬ 
ing she knew she would need 
to pursue her career goal. Then 
as she grew older, she didn’t 
see herself being reflected in 
the country, feeling that as a 
woman she “was maybe too 
adventurous, too curious to be 
happy in a place like Trinidad.” 

“Then of course as I began to 
come out as lesbian, I realized 
I would have to live an incred¬ 
ibly closeted life,” she said in a 
recent interview at the offices 
of Random House of Canada. 

“When I came here to Can¬ 
ada, this was like 30 years ago, 
it’s not as if I stepped into a new 
country where I could be free. 
There were a lot of struggles, 
but in Trinidad, I never met gay 
or lesbian people at that time.” 

Mootoo explores that urge 
to leave one’s native country in 
order to find a sense of belong¬ 
ing in her new novel, Moving 
Forward Sideways Like a Crab 
(Doubleday Canada). 

The stoiy unfolds in the 
form of a memoir written by 
Jonathan Lewis-Adey, a Toronto 
writer who went to Trinidad 
nine years ago in search of his 
estranged parent, Sid. To Jona¬ 
than’s surprise, he discovered 
Sid had transitioned from fe¬ 
male to male and was living as 
Sydney. 

As Jonathan reconnects 
with an ailing Sydney, he tries 
to understand why his father 
left him and his mother back 
in Toronto decades earlier, and 
why Sydney went through his 
gender reassignment. 

Jonathan also attempts to 
piece together the relationship 
between Sydney and his close 
friend, a woman named Zain. 
He does this through conversa¬ 
tions and his writing. 

The book contains rich 
descriptions of the landscape 
and culture of Trinidad, a 
country Mootoo has written 
about in her previous novels, 
which include Cereus Blooms 
at Night. That book was a Sco- 
tiabanlc Giller Prize finalist 
and made the long list for the 
Man Booker Prize.

Like Sid, Mootoo also left 
Trinidad for Canada solo, and 
she drew on her own experi¬ 
ence of immigration as she 
crafted the novel. 

“I think for people who 
immigrate on their own, with¬ 
out the armature of family to 
support them, I think it can 
be veiy, veiy lonely,” she said. 
“Nobody knows who you are, 
nobody knows your histoiy 
and, in a case like a person who 
is gay like Sid, there would’ve 
been more isolation.” 

Mootoo focuses more on 
Sid’s journey toward gender 
transition than on the med¬ 
ical process behind it — an ap¬ 
proach she said was influenced 
by Virginia Woolf’s Orlando. 

“It’s exquisite because there 
wasn’t the medical journey, 
therefore there wasn’t the med-

ical language. But it was about 
passion and love and how to 
use language to move between 
genders.” 

Mootoo said she wanted 
to show the reader the conse¬ 
quences of changing the body, 
one of which is “what you 
leave behind, who you leave 
behind, who suffers because 
of this.” 

“The other thing that I can¬ 
not get my head around — and 
this is what this novel was, 
really, to tiy to help me to find 
a way through, was — is it real¬ 
ly the person who has to do 
the gender reassignment or is 
it society that needs to change 
to make room, to allow there 
to be room for people who 
want to be any way they want 
to be?”

Double agent Kim 
Philby could 
inspire new series 

The British MI6 spy Kim 
Philby, who turned out to 
be working for the KGB 
during the Cold War, has 
attracted the attention of 
Lionsgate Entertainment. 

The studio has op¬ 
tioned the biography on 
Kim Philby, A Spy Among 
Friends by Ben Macintyre, 
to develop a new TV ser¬ 
ies, Deadline.com reports. 

A member of the Brit¬ 
ish Secret Intelligence 
Service from 1940 into the 
Cold War, Philby became 
a legend in spy histoiy. 

After discovering com¬

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X-Men director accused of 
sexually assaulting 
a second teen boy 


A second man has come 
forward accusing X-Men: Days 
of Future Past director Biyan 
Singer of sexual assault. 

The British man, referred 
to as John Doe #117, is 
represented by Jeff Herman, 
the same lawyer as the first 
accuser, Michael Egan. Doe 
claims he was introduced to 
Singer at the U.K. premiere 
party for Superman Returns 
when he was 17 years old. His 
complaint claims that Singer 
offered him drugs, and later 
grabbed him in a sexual man¬ 
ner and asked him to perform 
sex acts, according to The 
Daily Beast. After he refused, 
he says, a “large, muscle- 
bound man” hit him. 

Singer’s lawyer, Marty 
Singer, maintained that the 


accusations are false. 

“After the substance of Mr. 
Herman’s previous defama- 
toiy and fabricated filing in 
Hawaii was disproved based 
on unassailable evidence, Mr.

Oil pulling. Does 
this Ayurvedic detox 
technique actually 
work, or is it just a 
load of hogwash?

Oil pulling — an ancient 
Ayurvedic ritual whereby un¬ 
refined oil is swished in the 
mouth for 10 to 20 minutes a 
day — is thought to improve 
oral health and reduce toxic 
inflammation in the body. Two 
experts talk us through the 
mechanics and potential ben¬ 
efits of this holistic, and pretty 
harmless, technique. 

It’s a detox trick that’s not 
expensive or difficult 

According to LA.-based neur¬ 
ologist and Ayurveda expert 
Dr. Kulreet Chaudhaiy, this 
is all you need to do: Wake 
up and either brush or floss 
your teeth. Now take one 
tablespoon of vegetable oil (or 
simply half fill the mouth) and 
slowly start to swirl it around, 
pulling it through your teeth. 
The idea is that you’re not 
gargling it, but actively swish¬ 
ing it in your mouth. Do this 
for 10 to 20 minutes and then 
spit out the oil (do not swallow 
it as it now contains toxins), 
and brush your teeth again. 

“The theoiy behind this 
practice is that saliva is one 
of the conduits for toxins 
throughout your body. This is 
because the salivary glands are 
able to pull toxins out of the 
bloodstream and store them 
there at a higher concentra¬ 
tion,” she tells Metro. 

“What oil pulling does is 
it increases the secretion of 
saliva and extrapolates some 
of the toxins that have been 
sucked into the glands by trap¬ 


ping them inside the oil.” 

Cure-all for almost every¬ 
thing 

According to Chaudhary, oil 
pulling is one of the cheapest, 
and fastest, ways of getting rid 
of a mild dental disease. 

“When done daily, oil pull¬ 
ing can help cure conditions 
such as tartar build-up, bad 
breath and gingivitis within 
weeks,” says Chaudhaiy. But 
she says it goes way beyond 
oral hygiene. 

“The mouth is kind of a 
measuring stick in terms of in¬ 
flammation for the rest of the 
body. 

“If I have a patient suffering 
from heavy metal poison¬ 
ing, migraines or rheumatoid 
arthritis, this is one the tools I 
use to help detox their entire 
body,” she adds. 


The best oil of them all? 

“In Ayurvedic medicine, 
sesame oil is believed to be a 
complete oil: one that suits all 
body types and constitutions. 
It also contains high amounts 
of vitamin C, which can help 
heal wounds and strengthen 
the immune system,” says Dr. 
Deepa Apte, an Ayurvedic prac¬ 
titioner. 

He says sesame oil’s ability to 
permeate the cell membranes 
make it ideal for oil pulling. 
That said, make sure you’re not 
using an oil you’re allergic to; 
sunflower or coconut work just 
as well. 

“Coconut is renowned for 
its antibacterial properties and 
is a good option for people 
suffering from inflammation 
in the body — the root cause 
of most diseases and internal 
imbalances,” says Chaudhaiy. 


Your face is getting action 

The contracting-relaxing mo¬ 
tion engages your facial mus¬ 
cles in a mini-workout. “When 
done regularly, oil pulling helps 
increase blood circulation to 
the face and reduces the ap¬ 
pearance of fine lines and dark 
circles,” says Apte. 

Natural — not miracle — cure 

“There’s this misconception. 
People are like, ‘I’m still go¬ 
ing to eat my doughnut, drink 
my Coke and stay up all night 
— but I’ll do oil pulling.’ It’s 
something we do to balance 
the body, but it doesn’t erase a 
bad habit,” warns Chaudhaiy. 
“It gets a little misleading to 
say it will cure your acne or fix 
your teeth because it’s never 
given in isolation; it’s part of a 
toolbox for controlling a condi¬ 
tion.”
